The Wheeler Hxpedition.—The correspondent of the 


Times attached to the Wheeler exploring e: ition 
left Lieutenant Morrison’s party, Colorado Division 
No. 2, at Las Vegas, New Mexico, late in QOctuber, 


and the movements of the explorers from thut time 
until the disbandment at Fort Lyons, at the end of 
November, are thus described by bim in a letter re- 
ceived from Mr. W. C. Niblack, the meteo : 
“We arrived at Fort Lyons somewhat behind 

and were rather glad to get ip, as you may imege. 
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We met Mr. Clark, our t pher, at Tequesquita, 
and thence ttavelled up Ute Creek through as cold a 
spell of weather as lever want to experience in the 
field again. The thermometer registered from fifteen 
to oy degrees above zero every morning dur- 
ing.the last montb, and our blankets were frequently 
incased in a mass of ice. When we left Las Vegas we 
struck over to the Gallinas River, which is about two- 
thirds as large as the Pecos and flows in part through 
one of the most picturesque cafions we had seen. The 
cafion is very winding, quite steep, and the layers of 
sandstone rock resemble, in the beauty and variety of 
their colors, the sandstone formations we saw near 
Pueblo Pintadev. The colors are by no means so de- 
cided, but, as I say, they resemble those over which 
we went into such ecstasy. The valley of the cafionis 
very narrow, but is filled with ‘ plazitas.’ We followed 
the river twelve miles, when the cofion suddenly came 
to an end, and abroad, undulating plain lay out betore 
us. The terminus of the cajion is just east of Anton 
Chico, and lies behind the Mesa Chapanis, which we 
passed on our right on our way to Las Vegas, and 
which, you will remember, is the southernmost spur 
of the Rocky Mountains in New Mexico. We followed 
the Gallinas to its junction with the Pecos, and mean- 
dered the Pecos as far as Pueblo de Luna. Four miles 
above Puerto de Luna is the mouth of the Cajion Piedra 
Pintada, which runs almost due east and west for 
ninety miles, and is almost destitute of water. We 
found some water holes, however, and got along very 
well. The walls of the cajion, if not painted, as the 
name implies, are nevertheless marvellously beautiful. 
The rocks do not lie in tiers, but are broken and are 
acked together so thickly that no earth can be seen 
tween them, their color being exceedingly profuse 
and rich and their positions strikingly picturesque. In 
the western part of the cajion the grass was magnifi- 
cent, and from a distance it looked like ripe wheat. 
Touching at Galisteo again, we explored the Caiion 
Blanco, which also runs almost due east and west, and 
is very wide, Te several lakes from two hun- 
dred to three hundred fect in diameter. The first half 
of the caiion (going east) reminded me more of the 
valleys of the Zuni Mountains than anything else I bad 
seen, but the last half was narrow, rocky, and almost 
impassable. For the next two weeks we were on the 
famous staked plains and their vicinity, and had four 
days of cold, rainy weather. On the 12th of Novem- 
ber we were on the Mesa Rica, and from it we fol- 
lowed up the Red River to the mouth of the Mora. 
We met no Indians around Ute Creek, but heard that 
there were several bands in the neighborhood. This 
creek is about four feet wide, flowing quite swiftly in 
the last forty miles of its course, but in the upper forty 
miles forming large lakes, the outlets of which are 
under ground. It is lined with fine cottonwood trees, 
tor which we were thankful, though the smoke of the 
cottonwood is so strong that a fire built of this timber 
is not wholly enjoyable. The three parties eventually 
met at Fort Lyons and were all disbanded. Our party 
travelled between 3,700 and 3,800 miles during the sca- 
son, «really extraordinary achievement. Licutenant 
Marshall’s party travelled 2,500 miles, and Lieutenant 
Carpe nter’s a little less ” 


WE hear with regrct of the financial embarrassment 
of the Providence Tool Company, the manufacturers 
of the Peabody Arms, who appear to have been the 
victims of prosperity rather than that of adversity. 
The statement issued by them shows that they have a 
contract with the Turkish Government for the manu- 
tacture of 600,000 rifles, with the option of accepting 
an additional order for 200,000, and that large expen- 
ditures have been made to the preparation ef build- 
ings, machinery, and tvols, so that the present capacity 
of manufacturing is 4,000 rifles per week, employing 
1,800 men. During the past year the company has re- 
duced the debt incurred in making preparations $600, - 
000, and added $300,000 to its general assets. A 
combination of unfortunate circumstances, which are 
explained in their circular, bas placed the compan 
under financial embarrassment, and compels it to as 
its creditors to grant such extension as will enable it to 
carry to successful result the enterprise in which it is 
engaged. The statement represents that the assets of 
the company at a low valuation exceeds its liabities, 
$1,250,000. Under the existing accepted contracts the 
company has already manufactured 220,000 rifles, 
leaving 380,000 in process or yet to be made in fulfil- 
ment of the present contract. Probably 100,000 of 
this number can be completed from materials on hand 
in various stages of progress, and in the production of 
which one-half the cost of the labor to fully complete 
them has been already paid, and no further outlay is 
required for machinery, tools, or buildings. The pri- 
vaie property of the stockholders of the Company, 
who are personally liable for its debts, is estimated at 
about five million dollars. The drafts of the Com- 
pany on the Turkish Government for arms furnished 
are stated to have been met promptly. The workmen 
of the company on learning of its difficulties promptly 
proposed to cancel the indebtedness due them for the 
month of December, amounting to some $90,000.

Their general appearance, barring the clothing, 
was pleasing; and in the main the boys seemed to be 
cheerful, nearly all expressing the one great desire, to 
go to sea. Organization, as generally understood on 
board this class of vessel, does not, in the opinion of 
the visitors, exist on bourd of the Mercury, the boys 
being divided into two watches simply, and into 
messes. The Committee on Discipline and Organiza- 
tion state in their report tha, ‘‘the boys appeared 
docile and obedient, and many of them animated by a 
spirit which, under a better organization, might be 
turned to very great account in the making of sailors 
for the merchant marine.” In the department of 
moral and academic training the examination was not 
at all satisfactory. The board was not favorably im- 
pressed, either with the method of teaching or the 
proficiency of the scholars. The following table is in- 
cluded in the report, as showing the annual! cost of the 
school ship:

In conclusion, the board recommends that the classes 
of boys admitted should be confined to the homeless 
and destitute and those who have been committed for 
juvenile delinquencies. Even those, it holds, should 
be subjected to a rigid, physical, and mental examina- 
tion, and only those who evince a taste and aptitude 
for a seafaring life should be selected. After making 
other suggestions, the board also recommends that the 
ship be sent to sea on regular cruises, and that before 
going to sea and on returning she will be inspected by 
an expert.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VISITORS TO 
THE NAVAL ACADEMY. =. 


AmoneG the documents aécompanying the annual re- 

ort of the Secretary of the Navy, is the report of the 

oard of Visitors to the Naval Academy for the year 
1875, to witness the examination of the several classes 
and inquire into the state of discipline and general 
management of the institution. The Board consisted 
of Commodore F, A. Parker, President ; Brigadier- 
General E. O. C. Ord, Vice-President ; O. H. Tiffany, 
D. D. of Illinois; Wm. E. Potter, of New Jersey ; 
Alexander M. Gow, of Indiana; E. 8. Carr, of Culi- 
fornia ; John G. James, of Texas; Pay Director 
Robert Pettit, Chief Engineer Alexander Henderson, 
Captain George E. Belknap, Members, and Assistant 
Professor W. W. Fay, Secretary. Senators Cameron 
and Gordon were not present. 

The Board, to facilitate the proper performance of 
its duties, appointed committees from its members ; 
invited the Superintendent of the Academy to be pre- 
sent at his pleasure during its meetings, and requested 
the heads of the several departments of the Academy 
to make such written suggestions as their experience 
would point out as of service to the interests of the 
Academy. The Board recognized the uniform courtesy 
and kindness received by its members from every one 
connected with the Academy with whom they came in 
contact, and concurred in the opinion of the latest 
Board of Visitors, that the general efficiency of the 
Academy, its method of teaching, the high state of its 
discipline, the advanced moral tone and unvarying 
culture, and gentlemanly bearing of both the officers an 
cadets reflect great honor alike upon its administration, 
the Navy and the country. No general deprecative 
criticism could be successfully made upon the institu- 
tion, and anything in the report of the Board luoking 
to a change in the affairs of the Academy should be 
taken rather as suggestions, still further to widen the 
area of its efficiency and usefulness, than as hostile 
criticisms upon its present condition. 

The Board submitted its conclusions and recom- 
mendations upon the following topics : 

1. Grounds, Buildings and Sanitary Condition of the 
Academy.—The Board concur in the recommendation 
of former Boards that the Government, in order to 
unite the several properties here, purchase the small 
tract of land intervening between the Academy grounds 
and the creek to the north of the same. The desira- 
bility of such action is too obvious to need argument 
for its support. In general terms, the quarters and 
buildings of the Academy, including the workshops 
and recitation rooms are in good repair and properly 
adapted to their several uses; but upon this subject, 
aiter careful examination and inquiry, the Board has 
some remarks and suggestions to make, deemed im- 
portant. 

After the expiration of the present Academic year, 
there will be need of larger workshops for the classes 
of cadets in the Department of Steam Engineering, 
and plans for the necessary changes have been made 
and are now in the possession of the Navy Department. 
The building used by the department of Physics und 
Chemistry was formerly an old storehouse, and is 
inadequate to the wants of this very important 
department. 

‘here should also be increased facilities for work in 
practical chemistry. The Board has observed with sur- 
prise that the scats and desks in the recitation halls 
are of an antique type, uncomfortable and not equal to 
those now in usein most of the common sehools of the 
country. New and modern seats and desks would 
greatly contribute to the comfort and health of the 
cadets in pursuing their work. Upon the particular 
topic of ‘‘ Quarters,” the Board observes that the new 
building is not sufficiently gommodious to accommo- 
date all the cadets. The division of quarters, as it now 
exists, requires a double organization of guards, 
watchmen, etc., and two formations for every duty of 
the battaiion—thus increasing expense and pending to 
, mar the efficiency of discipline. The present arrange- 
“ ment has the additional disadvantage of causing the 
} cadets of the fourth class to be quartered together, and 





advanced classes. The Board recommends that the 
new building should be sufficiently enlarged to quarter 
the entire body of cadets. ‘The ventilation of the new 
quarters is defective, especially that of the lower halls, 
which in winter, and in inclement weather, it is neces- 
sary to make the sectional formations. 

The room for drawing, at the top of this building, is 
almost entirely without ventilation. The basement of 
the same building is now used in part for a laundry. 
This increases the danger of fire and occupies room 
which might be used to advantage for other purposes 
necessary to be pursued in the building, The Board 
would recommend as important, the provision of a 
separate building for the laundry. 

he old quarters, now occupied by the fourth class, 
are much out of repair, and with little expense in 
addition to the repairs essential, could possibly be 
made fit for other purposes of the Academy. 

The present Armory is a mere shell, and inadequate 
to the purposes for whica it is used. 

The various repairs ard improvements herein re- 
commended will of course require the action of Con- 
gress, ard the Board through your department desire 
to recommend such legislation in the premises as the 
wisdom of that body may suggest. 

The Board would here remark that while making its 
inspection of the new quarters, it carefully examined 
into the kind, quality and cooking of the food fur- 
nished the cadets, and is clear in its opinion that in all 
these respects the efficient management of Colonel 
Swann, the commissary of the Academy, has left 
nothing te be desired ; but that this department of the 
administration of affairs is most successfully served. 

The sanitary condition of the Academy is good, the 
hospital having no inmates, and the general health of 
the cadets is excellent. The Board suppose that no 
hardier or more healthy looking body of young men, 
than that of the cadets of this Academy, can be found 
in the country. 

2. Administration and Police.—Under this head the 
Board have only to express the pleasure it has experi- 
enced in observing the high state of discipline pre- 
served by this Academy, under the intelligent manage- 
ment of its distinguished Superintendent, Kear-Admiral 
C. R. P. Rodgers, and his able corps of assistants; a 
discipline in the opinion of the Board, attained not by 
the vigorous exercise of authority alone, but by kind- 
ness united with firmness. In this respect the Academy 
has not only stood fast upon the ancient ways, but has 
perhaps enlarged and improved them. A pleasing 
phase of the life of the cadets here, as observed by the 
Board, is found in the advantages of social improve- 
ments extended to the cadets in visiting the families of 
their instructors without the formality of special 
invitations or permission. The importance of such 
opportunity, if properly used in forming the manners 
and character of the young officers, cannot be too 
highly estimated. 

3. Finance and Library.—With regard to the method 
of keeping the accounts and furnishing the supplies of 
whatever nature necessary for the cadets, both as to 
the quality of the goods and the cost at which they are 
sold, the administration system in use at the Academy 
seems to leave nothing to be desired. The library is 
large, well selected, and arranged and easy of access 
to all who may desire to avail themselves of its use. 
Such appropriations as are necessary should be annually 
made for the purchase of additional books. 

4, Studies and Practical Exercises —The Board as a 
whole, or through its committees, has attended all the 
oral examinations ; has inspected many of the written 
papers of the cadets, and has witnessed with much 
interest the drills in the handling of sails and spars ; 
the evolutions of the fleet of boats; the drill at the 
great guns and target practice; in boarding and repell- 
ing boarders; the manceuvres of the battalion as in- 
fantry, and with the howitzer batteries ; and also an 
exercise in signalling. 

Its observation of these things has fully proved to 
the satisfaction of the Board, that the system of teach- 
ing pursued at the Academy, combining theory and 
instruction by the professors and from books, with 
constant practical work, in the various arts and sciences 
taught, is fitted to achieve the highest results and de- 
serves especial commendation. 

The cadets in their examinations showed that they 
were not taught by rote simply, but had thoroughly 
learned the principles underlying the several depart- 
ments and branches of their studies; and the prompt- 
ness and skill and thoroughness with which they went 
through the difficult drills spoken of, called forth the 
constant admiration of the Board. The results ob- 
tained by the methods of teaching here employed, 
were thus crystalized and plainly seen, and in the 
opinion of the Board, bear sure witness to the success 
of the Academy as a training school for well instructed 
naval officers. 

Miscellaneous Observations.—In rendering their report 
of the result of their inspection of the administration 
and aftairs of the Naval Academy, the Board desires to 
present for the information of your department and of 
Congress some additional suggestions which they deem 
worthy of consideration. 

The course of study now pursued at the Academy 
seems to be trowded, so that some things essential to 
& well rounded education are necessarily omitted 
therefrom, solely for want of time. For instance, no 
formal instruction is given in Ethics, and the course in 
English composition, rhetoric, history and literature, 
and in constitutional law; is very limited. No in- 
struction is given in the methods, jurisdiction, or pro- 
cedure of naval commissions of inquiry, or courts- 
martial. 

A less crowded course would also admit of such 
general instruction by lecture and otherwise in Natural 
History, Geology and Botany as would prepare officers 
of the Navy to observe and collect valuable information 
upon those subjects from all parts of the world.

more thorough preparatory training, or the introduc- 
tion of some elementary instruction in this branch, is 
obvious. ; 

It is a matter of deep regret that so large a number 
of those appointed to the Academy fail, either in pass- 
ing the preliminary examination, or during the course 
of the first year. Out of 105 candidates who presented 
themselves for admission to the Academy as cadet 
midshipmen in the year 1874, fifty-two were rejected 
at the preliminary examination, and out of thirty who 
have been examined this year, five have failed upon 
the physical examination alone. neo 

The mortification and expense involved by rejection 
for the last named cause may wel! be avoided, if the 
candidates were subjected to a —— physical 
examination by competent surgeons before leavin 
their homes ; and in the opinion of the Board the evi 
Lof rejection for other causes would be much lessened 
if, by law, appointments to the Academy were required 
to be made one year in advance, and the candidates 
for admission to the Academy, after passing the physi- 
cal examination and before further examination at the 
expense of the Government, were authorized to receive 
instruction and make recitations in the rudimentary 
mathematics, in which they were to be examined for a 
limited period before such examination, in order to 
clearly develop their attitude and capacity for the 
course of study to be pursued in the Academy. It is 
clear, however, that this subject should receive the 
careful consideration of Con, , and to that body 
this Board, having closed its duties, remits it in the 
confident hope, that such legislation may be had, as 
will hereafter still further promote and develop the 
efticieucy of the Navy of the United States, whose gal- 
lantry, culture and discipline has in the past illumined 
the name of the Republic upon every sea where its 
flag has floated. 








BUREAU OF PROVISIONS AND CLOTHING. 


Acting Paymaster General Jas. H. Watmough, in his annual 
sapert recommends that upon the’ close of each quarter, any 
balance remaining on the books of a paymaster to the credit of 
a sailor, shall bear interest at the yearly rate of four per cent., to 
be calculated from the first of each quarter, and shall remain on 
the paymaster’s books until the end of the cruise. Money 
allowed to remain on interest to be forfeited by desertion, but to 
be exempt from forfeiture by sentence of court-martial. This 
method will not add materially to paymaster’s duties, and will 
obviate the necessity of deposit books and separate banking 
account, as required the Army system. : 

It is also recommended that appointments to the Paymaster’s 
Corps of the Navy be made from graduates at the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, as it is the opinion of the Bureau, 
strengthened by the favorable results produced b the appoint- 
ments to the Engineers Corps of the Navy, under the new sys- 
tem, that the proposed change would tend_ to V pera unity of 
feeling between Line and Staff officers, and add.materially to the 
efticiency of the naval service. The recommendation is renewed, 
that in lieu of the outfit of clothing recommended by several 
former Paymaster Generals, a credit of three months pay be 
given to each enlisted man, when he shall have been shipped 
three months, which, it is thought, would be more eflectual to 
prevent desertions than an outfit to each man at the time of his 
shipment. 


WE have the sequel of the Oberon experiments in 
the raising of that vessel, which reveals the condition 
of her huil. In all the experiments to which she was 
subjected, the charge consisted of 5001b. of Waltham 
Abbey gun-cotton. At the outset the mine was sunk 
in seven feet of water and at an absolute distance of 
100 feet fromthe Oberon’s outer skin. which was half- 
an-inch in thickness; and the distances were gradu- 
ally reduced without inflicting any material damage 
to the hulk. The last charge which was fired was 
sunk at a perpendicular distance of forty-eight feet 
from the top of the double bottom, and at a vertical 
distance of thirty-eight feet six inches from the keel. 
The charge was the same as before, and the electric 
spark was communicated by means of four primers of 
dry gun-cotton and two detonating fuses in divided 
circuit. The result of the charge fired in such close 
proximity was at once ——. “The waist of 
the hulk ‘seemed to rise ily, and it was 
only by being promptly towed upon the Hamilton 
Shoal, where she was allowed to settle, that the target 
was prevented sinking in deep water. Recent inves- 
tigations have proved that, she was almost severed 
in two, that the bow and the stern had collapsed to 
the extent of six feet below the horizontal level, and 
that she was only kept from: falling asunder by the 
integrity of the vertical keel and the garboard strake. 
Instead of having her bottom simply punctured, a 
gaping wound extended throughout her midship sec- 
tions, the vital part in whicli her engines ‘and boilers 
had been placed. The fore-and-aft compartments of 
her double bottom remained intact, but the water- 
tight bulkheads in the ys itself had all mote or less 
been severely shaken and had filled. No doubt the 
fissures in heriron skin and double bottom had ex- 
tended in consequence of the straining produced by 
the ceaseless action of the tide during the months 
which had elapsed since the explosion of the mine ; 
but when the floating operations commenced, the 
rents were open at the gunwale from six to eight 
inches wide, gradually tapering at each side until 
they reached a width of three-quarters of an inch. 
But the lesson which the wreck of the Oberen sup- 
plies as to the inefficiency of the present structure of 
double bottoms to prevent an iron-clad from being 
fatally disabled by a torpedo is, the London Times 
thinks, at least significant. It may, of course, be al- 
leged that the on was an old veseel, that her 
double bottom was comparatively shallow, and that 
it did not form part of the original structure; but it 
must be remembered on the other hand, that all her 
weights had been removed, whereby her ‘sinking 
facility had been reduced toa minimum, and thatthe 
mine, so far from being in contact, was really ex- 











ploded some little distance from the ship.”

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REDUCING THE ARMY. 


HE resolution sprung on the House of Repre- 

sentatives last week by Mr. Sprincer of Illinois, 
gravely inquiring as to the expediency of “ reducing 
the Army to 10,000 men,” is not unexpected. It is 
one of the peculiarities of modern journalism of a 
certain kind, that however mistaken it may be in 
advocating a given measure, if iteration and reitera- 
tion are only kept up long enough, some member of 
Congress is sure to be found ready to pull the jour- 
nalistic chestnuts out of the fire, and advocate the 
measure. Some time ago we adverted to the very 
illogical attack of the New York Sun on the Army, 
which, commencing by the unsupported assumption 
that the Army was in a demoralized state, deduced 
from that assumption the curious corollary that it 
ought to be reduced to 10,000 men. Mr. SpRINcER 
of Illinois now springs forth with singular heroism 
at the very commencement of a session, and plays 
the role of volunteer chestnut puller for the Sun with 











becoming self-sacrifice, by suggesting the exact re- 
duction asked by the Sun. The motion of Mr. 
SPRINGER is not all the harm, however, that has 
been done by the article which obviously instigated 
it. The same article is quoted in the English mili- 
tary papers with ill-disguised glee, and helps to 
spread abroad an erroneous idea of the state of our 
Service; and yet we can truly say that never was a 
more unfair, unjust, and especially illogical article, 
written on the Army. 

The question of abuses or the reverse, extravagance 
or economy, efficiency or non-efficiency in the Army 
of the United States, are yet to be brought up 
for discussion by Congress. The SPRINGER resolu- 
tion was put through at once on the previous ques- 
tion without debate, and settled in the affirmative by 
a heavy vote, by men who probably neither knew 
nor cared very’ much what were the;merits of the 
case. Had discussion been allowed, it is possible 
that such a resolution might not have gone on the 
Journal of the House. If the members of the Military 
Committee are all men of experience in the subject 
committed to their charge, it is probable that the 
SPRINGER resolution will disappear into the native 
invisibility of its originator, before he made his little 
bid tor popularity. That committee numbers in its 
ranks several general officers who won distinction in 
the late war; but they are accompanied by others 
entirely destitute of a like experience, and the out- 
side pressure of demagogues anxious for cheap popu- 
larity will press heavily upon the committee as a 
whole. So far as the advisability of reduction of the 
Army is grounded on its supposed defects, the com- 
miitee must necessarily see that the measure proposed 
can do no possible good and cannot fail to do much 
harm. The only argument furnished Ly abuses in 
the Army, if they exist, is, that they shall be re- 
formed, or if that is impossible that the Army should 
be abolished entirely. Reduction of a force cannot 
possibly serve to improve its morale, and if anything 
would destroy it, it would be that. 

The harm that is done by these constant sweeping 
threats of reduction is manifold and obvious. At 
this present moment there are hundreds of officers, 
scattered with their little commands over the wilds 
of the far West, leading a life of hardship and devo- 
tion to duty, with the simple pride that they are sol- 
diers serving under a worthy flag. Leave them alone 
and they will continue to do their duty in the future 
as inthe past. How will these men feel when the 
mail brings to them the news of the SprrncER reso- 
lution? How can they feel, except stunned, dis- 
pirited and disheartened, that all their work is so 
absolutely thrown away, all their sacrifices, zeal and 
courage so absolutely despised, that a motion is rush- 
ed through a portion of Congress without even a de- 
bate and passed by an overwhelming majority, which 
enquires as to the expediency of turning three of 
every five in the Army out of the service without 
reason or motive. An officer is supposed in every 
army under the sun to hold his place during good 
behavior. If he misbehaves, the worst military pun- 
ishment that can be meted out to him, shert of death, 
is dismissal. The;SrrrnGeER resolution coolly enquires 
whether it is not best to dismiss three-fifths of the 
ofiicers of the Army for no crime. What spirit, we 
ask, can any one expect to remain in these officers 
if these constant threats of reduction be dinned into 
their ears annually? It isnot too much to say that 
a principal and controlling. cause of whatever defects 
exist in our army to-day, is found in the constant 
piecemeal reduction which has assailed it every year 
during the last decade. It makes every officer in 
the Army thoroughly insecure of his position. It 
offers him a premium for neglect of duty, while de- 
nying him any certainty of reward for its 
faithful performance. To bring this subject 
home directly to the members of the Committee, 
let us suppose that a general convention was now in 
session, which had power to alter every Congressional 
District in the United States, and that this conven- 
tion should introduce a resolution enquiring as to the 
expediency of abolishing three-fifths of all the pres 
ent Congressmen, to take effect immediately. What 
kind of legislative business, we may ask, would be 
done by these Congressmen during the rest of their 
session, while this motion was in agitation ? 

On the simple ground of expediency, and for the 
best interests of the service, it is time that this piece- 





meal reduction should be stopped forever in this 
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country. Let it be settled the present session, exact- 
ly-how much army is needed by the United States 
for indispensable uses, and let that be decided unal- 
terably, and for at least ten yearsto come. For the 
sake of the best interests of the country and the 
Army, we most earnestly deprecate a compromise one 
way or the other; such as a small reduction this 
year, to be followed by another next year, and so on 
to final extinction. Such a course can do nothing 
but unmitigated harm, as tending to destroy every 
vestige of military spirit, by reducing officers to the 
level of place hunters, liable to be superseded, with 
every temptation to neglect duty, and none to fufill 
it. The patriotism and wisdom of the Military Com- 
mittee will be put toa severe test to bring in a bill 
that shall reduce the expenses of the Army without 
impairing its efficiency. The necessity of such a 
bill, and the absolute folly of the reduction enquired 
about by the SPRINGER resolution, we propose to 
treat of more fully next week, by showing exactly 
where the Army isat present, how much is absolute- 
ly needed, and how little canbe spared without re- 
ducing the country to an absolutely defenceless con- 
dition. 


THe action of Congress during the past week has 
not been of a nature to seriously affect the military or 
naval forces. Bills, chiefly fot the relief of indivi- 
duals, have, however, not been wanting. In the 
Senate bills have been introduced : S. No. 102, for the 
relief of Francis O. Wyse, late Lieutenant-Colonei, 
Fourth Artillery, who resigned July 25, 1863 ; S. No. 
112, to nominate Henry S. Wetmore a Lieutenant, on 
the Retired List, in the Navy; 8. No. 107, to modify 
the sale of Fort Smith Reservation, Arkansas; 8S. No. 
116, to restore the name of Capt. Edwd. 8S. Mayer from 
the Retired to the Active List of the Army; 8. Nov. 122, 
to give Fort Smith Reservation to the State of Arkansas 
for Public Schools ; 8. 123, for the relief of Philip S. 
Wales, Medical Inspector, U. 8. N.; and 8. No, 130, 
to give up the city lands in San Francisco, now in 
possession of the United States. All these bills were 
referred to the Senate Committees on Military and 
Naval Affairs, as they related to one or the other Ser- 
vice. The only general bill introduced in the Senate 
was one by Senator Burnside, of Rhode Island, to 
restore promotions and appointments in the Pay De- 
partment of the Army. 

In the House, Mr. Hewitt, of New York moved, and 
under the previous question there was adopted, the 
following resolution : 


That the Secretary of War be directed to furnish the Heuse 
with a list of claims pending in the Quartermater-General’s De- 
partment at the time when leave of absence was granted to 
General M. C. Meigs, which have since that date been passed 
and allowed, with the date and amount of such allowances ; and 
also any report or statement in regard thereto, made by Gene- 
ral Meigs or by the Acting-Quartermaster General. 


There were introduced : H. R. No, 222, to extend 
the operations of the Signal Service to benefit the 
public health ; H. R. No. 227, to equalize the credit of 
officers of the Army, in computing longevity allow- 
ances of pay; H. R. No. 229, to amend the 1812 pen- 
sion acts; also, H. R. Nos. 303 and 306, for personal 
reliefs, all referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs. H.R. No. 326, is similar to 8. No. 130, and 
will probably be merged therein. H. R. No. 351, pro- 
vides for payment of volunteers in the Mexican War. 
Nos. 358 and 364 provide for reducing and giving up 
the Fort Butler and Fort Laramie Reservations. Re- 
ferred as above. Mr. Harrison, of Illinois, submitted 
a resolution, also referred. It ran as follows: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be, and It ie 
hereby, instructed to .— in its opinion, the same be 
proper—a bill to place the Medical Corps of the Army on an 
equal footing with the officers of the other Staff Corps of the 
Army and of the Medical Corps of the Navy. 


S. No. 139, to reimburse the State of Oregon for 
moneys paid by said State in the suppression of Indian 
hostilities during the Modoc war, in the years 1872 and 
1873, was also referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs. 

The list of petitions for increase of pension, and 
allowance of pension, are as plentiful as usual ; those 
for extra allowance on Government contracts coming 
in for a share. In the Senate there are ten from 
Thursday to Monday. 

In the House, on Wednesday and Friday, 15th and 
17th, there were no less than 23 petitions presented by 
ex-Confederates for damages to property during the 
war, to about a dozen for pensions from Union sol- 
diers. On Monday the House Committees were an- 
nounced, and Congress adjourned to Wednesday, 
January 4th, 1876.

The New York Zimes correspondent observes also:

Of the House Military Committee, Mr. Banning, 
the chairman, is the brother-in-law of Dion Piatt, the 
Washington editor. Generals A. S. Williams and 
Hurlbut each commanded a Corps in Sherman’s army, 
General McDougall commanded a brigade in the Army 
of the Potomac, and these three men have most of the 
military knowledge of the committee. Of the rest, 
Messrs. Reilly and Hardenbergh are new members, 
a lawyer and a railroadman; and Messrs. Cook, Terry, 
Glover, and Thornbergh are from the Southern States. 








LIEUTENANT Henry Metcalfe, of the Ordnance De- 
partment, U. S. Army, has been tendered a medal by 
the Turkish Government, in recognition of his ser- 
vices in examining the arms purchased by them in 
this country. Theconsent of Congress is required for 
the acceptance of the medal. Mr. Metcalfe is an able 
and conscientious young officer, and the Turkish Gov- 
ernment may well congratulate themselves that their 
interests are committed into such excellent hands. 








Tue New England Society gave its annual dinner 
at Delmonico’s, in New York, Wednesday evening, 
Dec. 22, and as usual had a goodly company of nota- 
bles present, among them President Grant, General 
SHERMAN, General Horace PorTER, General Haw- 
LEY and Genera: Kippoo. None of the members of 
Congress were present, but as the President of the 
Society said, in alluding to that fact in connection 
with the presence of the President and General of 
the Army: “Gentlemen, we must draw the line 
somewhere.” General HoracE PorRTER made one of 
his happy after dinner speeches, scintillating with 
wit and sparkling with humor, and, following shortly 
after him, came General SHERMAN, in response to a 
toast to the Army and Navy, with one of those com- 
pact and sensible speeches in which he is so apt, and 
which always makes the audience he addresses think 
better of him and the Army he représents. In refer- 
ence to the Army and Navy, General SHERMAN said: 

I looked around me in vain for the representatives 
of our Navy, asI had a right to expect here some of 
our hardy tars. Where are our Porters, and where is 

our Port Admiral Rowan? And where is Baldwin ? 

e is inthe cityI know. And there are other gen- 
tlemen who should be present as national representa- 
tives, to speak to you the sentiments which I know 
pervade that honorable body of our service that carry 
our flag to all parts of the earth, and make it honored 
and respectedeverywhere. (Applause). They should 
be here to say a few words and to relieve me of that 
portion of the task which you have assigned me to- 
night. It is certainly a noble subject. Yet how

with some kind of an explosive at the end. 1 think 
the days of chivalry have gone. I don’t want to go to 
sea in any vessel of that kind. (Laughter.) If ts had 
to die upon the deck of a ship I would prefer the old 
Constitution. (Applause.) Nevertheless, I admit that 
time changes, and we must change. We are no more 
like our ancestors of the old Plymouth Rock time than 
this occasion is like the tin cup of corn with which 
they were fed in those days. But all of Plymouth 
Rock is not yet one. You in New York have every- 
thing which pleases the palate, which satisties the 
imagination ; but there is a large part of our country 
still as Plymouth Rock was 255 years ago. I can tuke 
you where part of the Army is, whom you have toasted 
this night, for which I thank you from my heart, 
where they would be perfectly satisfied with their pint 
of corn for their meal; because distance and time are 
the same everywhere—they have not changed. It is 
the same as it was when Plymouth Rock first was trod 
upon by the white man’s feet. The cold pinches now 
as it did then ; hunger is the same ; the principles of 
life and nature are the same now as theh. The law 
which governed our Plymouth fa'hers—our Pilgrim 
fathers—are not the a which govern our peo- 
ple now. You in New York are favored very much, 
and you ought to thank God for it. I hope you do. 
But the little army of the United States which you have 
toasted to-night is not as you are. It is small in num- 
bers. The soldiers are upon the frontier, scattered 
here and there, and many in some towns, as our friend 
Porter has said, where they have to import men with 
dropsy in order to get water. This country which we 
have inherited is a very large country. It extends 
from ocean to ocean. It extends from the trigid to 
the torrid zone. Its people are scattered in various 
parts, and the little Army of 25,000 men whom Con- 
gress has consigned to us, is the connecting link be- 
tween the future and the past. They have a task just 
as difficult as our fathers had, just as important; and 
to them some future generation will look to as heroes 
for them to imitate. And I hope the time will come 
when in their hard place there will be such a banquet 
as is here. (Applause.) The Army now is one of 
peace, and should lead our hearts to peace. It does. 
There was aspace a few years ago when every one was 
in war, when we were struggling for our existence, 
and I need hardly to referto it. I appeal to you all, 
and believe you will say that there was never such an 
example since the ume of Christ that the conquering 
race gave to the conquered the same rights that they 
themselves possessed. (Applause.) The very moment 
the war ceased, that very moment we shared with them 
our food, gave them employment, and took them to 
the protection uf that flag which is to be the common 
flag of our home. (Applause.) I say again—and I 
believe I say what others will echo with me—that every 
Southern man that will come with us heart and hand 
to build up this nation, to make it as it were the very 
perfection of all civilized nations ; where property is 
secure, where life is secure, and where contracts are 
enforced and where honesty is enforced, from the 
highest down to the lowest—I say they are as welcome 
as if they were born on the surface of Plymouth 
Rock. (Applause.) But let them cherish one thought 
of listility, let them have anything in reserve— 
any boast of their old Confederacy—a storm will rise 
over their heads tenfold as fierce as the last one which 
swept this land. (Applause.) Gentlemen, I am speak- 
ing now for an army scattered al! over this continent— 
not of the Regular Army, for that is a small body of 
men now—but for an army of men—for the muscle, 
and bone, and brain which now agitates America. 
(Applause). 

After speaking of the Fg complaint of hard 

times which he heard in New York and inviting its 
citizens to go west, where there was plenty, General 
Sherman concluded: If the Plymouth fathers bad 
had one-tenth of what each and every one of the 
citizens of New York has to-day, they would have 
counted themselves rich ; and if tie people of New 
York and America will only practice the economy, or 
one-half the economy, of the Pilgrim fathers, the na- 
tional debt will be extinguished in ten years—in five 
years. (Cries of ‘‘Good, good.”) As to specie pay- 
ment it will come as a matter of course. If, however, 
this great nation of forty millions of ple, by the 
wisdom of Congress deem it hard and oppressive to 
maintain 25,000 soldiers to keep the peace among the 
Indians and among our border people—if they deem 
it extravagant—let it be done; let us go back to our 
own civil employments, turn our omnes into pruning 
hooks, and I myself will give the example of going 
back and earning my own living as I did before the 
war. But I hope this great nation will not forget the 
lesson of Washington, who bade them always to be 
prepared ; let the danger be ever so Jittle, to be pre- 
pared for the danger, and to maintain not only the 
nucleus of an army but the knowledge of the art of 
war, and the art of naval war, too, and preserve it as 
something pure and above price, so that we won't 
have again to submit to tbe mortification of sending 
to Germany for men to drill our soldiers in our next 
war. 
General Hunt and other officers of the Fifth Artil- 
lery attended the dinner of the New England Society 
at Charleston, and General Hunt was called upon for a 
speech.

The above amounts are calculated ona basis of a 
deductien from the pay of officers of each grade (rated 
at ten years’ service) of one and one-half per centum 
of the monthly pay of each. This | think is a fair 
average. On the death of any member, all the mem- 
bers who are above, or equal to the deceased in rank 
(actual, not local rank), shall each be assessed the sum 
named in the above list, as the amount to be paid by 
officers of the rank of the deceased. All members 
below the deceased in rank shall pay the amounts 
appropriate to their respective ranks as named in the 
list. For example, if a lieut«nant-colonel dies all 
members above or equal with nim in rank shall pay/ 
$4.50; the majors, $3.75; the captains, mounted, $3.00; 
captains, foot, $2.70; the first lieutenants, mounted, 
#2.40; first lieutenants, foot, $2.25; the second lieu- 
tenants, mounted, $2.25; and the second lieutenants, 
foot, $2.10. 

It is believed that the sums above named for stop- 
page will be more satisfactory to the officers who may 
be disposed to become members of the society, than 
those given in the proposition heretofore published. 
It is, in my opinion, fairer to allconcerned. Heirs of 
decedents will receive sums more in accordance with 
the subscriptions of the latter during life, which is at 
least a business feature that will generally recommend 
itself. Nor is it at all unjust. We are all suppose:! jto 
regulate the expenses uf our families by the standard 
of our incomes. All wise men do this. The ex- 
penditures of the family being regulated by the 
income, certain restraints and self denials are imposed 
which become matters of habit. ‘Tbe relief afforded 
to the heirs of the deceased officer being for a limited 
period only, would be graded to correspond vith his 
pecuniary circumstances, and with the amount he had 
contributed for similar purposes while living. 
Supposing this scheme to be acceptable to all officers 
above the rank of colonel, and one-fourth of the whole 
number of officers below and including that rank, 
and that they become members of the association, the 
following exhibits will show the amount that would 
become due the heirs of deceased officers of the difler- 
ent grades, viz. :

This can be increased of course by an increased 
subscription made on the same basis, i. é., a certain 
percentage of the pay, and furtber (if the scheme can 
be made generally acceptable to the Army), by an in- 
creased number of subscribers.

THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT OF THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


Srr: Two notable instances of medical encroach- 
ment in the Army are to be found in G. O. No. 65, 
Medical Departccent, A. G. O., June 23, 1874, modi- 
tied by G. O. No. 94, of 1875, and G. UO. No. 125, of 
1874, to which attention sheuld be called. The duties 
required of the medical ofticers in G. O. No. 65, of 
1874. and 94, of 1575, have heretofore been intelli- 


gently. and properly—performed by officers of the 











Quartermaster’s Department, who are supposed‘to be 
specially informed in regard to cost of maferials and 
labor, and the preparation of estimates and drawings 
for buildings, and while we are ready to concede to the 
officers of the Medical Department all the superiority 
they may claim in surgery and the practice of medi- 
cine, we must deny them even an average fitness for 
the performance of such duties as so clearly belong to 
the quartermasters. And surely it is proper subject of 
protest that the functions of a commander shall be 
usurped by the medical officer under him, who is 
called upon to state ‘‘ to what extent, if any, the work 
can be performed by the troops.” Who but the com- 
manding officer of the post or his superior in command 
can be in a position to know whether the troops ean be 
employed to build cr repair hospitals or to do any kind 
of labor? Yet the only recognition of commanding 
officers in these orders is to be found in the require: 
ment that the estimates and information are to be 





forwarded through the regular military channels. 

General Orders No. 125, War Department, A. G. O., 
November 17, 1874, grew out of acircular of instruc- 
tions to post surgeons from the Surgeon General’s 
office which was sent direct, and required the reports 
of the surgeons to be sent direct to the Surgeon Gene- 
ral’s office, thus ignoring every commanding officer of 
whatever grade or quality, and setting the surgeon of 
a post above his own commander, and also above the 
department and division commanders. 

But the most obnoxious part of the circular 
was the character of the reports required, inasmuch as 
they partook of an espionage more like the shadowing 
of a detective than the open and above-board inspec- 
tion of an inspector, and so obnoxious was this that 
Lieutenant-Geneial Sheridan in G. O. No. 7, Military 
Division of Missouri, fer 1874, prohibited its being 
complied with by medicai officers serving in his com- 
mand; and other officers of high rank and command 
as well as post commanders generally, empbatically 
protested against it, and in consequence the War De- 
partment modified its provisions, retaining only the 
proper essentials and requiring the reports to be made 
— military channels as in G. O. No. 125, of 
1874. 

No one exceeds the writer in admiration for the 
character and general efficiency of our Medical Corps, 
whether as displayed in the person and skill of the 
officers in the discharge of their proper functions at 
military posts and stations, or in the tact and admin- 
istrative skil] of the Bureau in Washington in obtain- 
ing the aid of Congress and the Department in accom- 
plishing its purposes. But it does seem as if matters 
were drifting too far in the direction of the in- 
dependence of the Medical Corps, and _ the 
writer would humbly lift his small voice as ‘‘ one cry- 
ing in the wilderness” against a usurpation which would 
put us all, horse, foot and dragoons, under control and 
command of the doctors in the Army.

THOUGHTS ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 
BY A NAVAL OFFICER. 
“The nation that controls the sea controls the world." 


CHAPTER VIII .—ON THE EDUCATION AND TRAINING OF 
THE ENLISTED SEAMEN. 


THE personnel of a Navy is composed of two dis- 
tinct parts, and yet neither can be separated, the one 
from the other, without destroying to a very great de- 
gree the efficienvy, and consequent usefulness of both. 

t is not enough that there should be a Corps of officers 
of capacity and energy—leaders to plan, organize and 
command—there must also be the strong and willing 
hands of disciplined crews to obey. The head is of 
very little use indeed without the body and the mem- 
bers! In the preceding chapters we have dwelt -at 
some length upon the first of the two great branches of 
the personnel—the officers—and have indicated a 
scheme for imprevement, touching their appointment, 
education and srb-division into Corps and grades. 
The second part of this subject now claims our earnest 
and most thoughtful consideration, since it is quite safe 
to assert that our present enlistment system is abso- 
lutely the poorest in the world.* 

While other maritime powers have remodelled their 
ancient systems of recruiting, and adapted them to the 
requirements of the times, we have been content with 
those of our forefathers, and are, at this moment, as 
absolutely and utterly behind the age, as those peas- 
ants who, in cerrain portions of South America, re- 
jecting ploughs, still continue, after the manner of 
their grandsires, to furrow the earth with sharpened 
stakes ! 

In consequence of this state of things, and the lack 
of inducements to enter the Naval Service, we have 
been slowly and. surely losing our native-born seamen, 
so that at the present day our ships are manned almost 
exclusively by foreigners, The dialect of the berth 
deck and forecastle is a barbarous polyglot, and about 
the only really naticnal fexstures of American vessels 
(for even our merchant ships, as a rule, show a worse 
condition of aftairs) are the ofticers of the ship and the 
flag at the peak. Both our naval and merchant ves- 
sels are, in fact, manned in pretty much the same way 
as the pirate cruisers of former days, with mercenary 
adventurers of all nationalities. + 

But this is not the only, or in fact the greatest, evil 
of the American recruiting system. The men are en- 
listed at a rendezvous, and transferred fiom thence 
to a Receiving ship. The runners, sailor-boarding- 
house-keepers, and shipping masters, are each paid 
their exorbitant bills and fees, which amount is, of 
course, deducted from the recruit’s advance wages. His 
outfit of absurdly-made slop clothing (in which even 
the veteran-sailor cuts a most ludicrous figure) takes 
another large slice of his pay. In the course of time, 
our recruit finds himself on board of a cruising vessel, 
but in debt to the Government some three or four 
months’ wages, and with little or nothing to show 
for it. 

With no liberty and no spending money, the time 
passes drearily. ‘The commander, warned by previous 
experience in similar cases, carefully prevents all ac- 
cess to the shore until the recruit is out of debt, and 
this ‘‘ cruelty by regulation” may last six months, or 
it may last an entire year, ending almost invariably 
with the same result. At the first opportunity, our 
recruit, utterly disgusted, disheartened and despairing, 
deserts from his sbip, and the Naval Service knows 
him no more. 

On the other hand, the almost complete immunity 
from punishment which has of late years attended de- 
serticn in the Ainerican Navy, has given rise to a class 
of systematic and profitable swindles. 

It frequently happens now-a-days that a man enlists 
for three years, draws a large amount in money and 
clothing, quietly sells his clothing, and then deserts 
and enlists again under anotier name, at some 
more distant rendezvous, drawing another advance 





* An attempt has been made within the past year to seeure a 
better class of seamen for the Navy by zommissioning several 
training ships, in the larger seaports, for the education of re- 
spectable boys of needy parentage. This is, undoubtedly, a 
move in the right direction, but unless supplemented by suit- 
able inducements, which will retain the young seaman in the 
Navy after his apprenticeship is completed, will prove, like all 
aghe - attempts, a failure. These inducements, it need hardly 

e eaid to experienced and well informed officers, are almost 
entirely lacking, and can, in fact, hardly be given without a 
great change in our present Naval system. 

+ The etieet of this well-known cundition of things on the 
minds of officers has in some instances led to very curious re- 
sults. A few years ago a certain vessel in the European squad- 
ron lost quite a number of men by desertion, in one of the Eng- 
lish seaports. The Admiral despatched a smaller vessel to the 
port of Antwerp to enlist Belgians to supply their places. The 
only qualifications which seem to have been exacted of the re- 
cruit was his ability to say “yes” and **no’’ in English! In the 
last ship in which the author of these papers served, about one 
third only of the enlisted men, including colored servants, were 
native born. Fifteen different languages were spoken, and 
on race under the sun represented ! 

+ It is not an uncommon thing for men to be transferred from 
a Receiving ship toa cruiser «1x months’ wages in debt to the 
Government !

has met with no adequate results, and has been aban- 
doned, the office files at the different recruiting stations 
in our large seaports becoming so voluminous that they 
could not be consulted properly without subjecting all 
recruits offering to tiresome and vexatious delays, more 
injurious than beneficial to a Service, perhaps, ur- 
gently pressed for men. 

Another feature of our recruiting system, well knewn 
to experienced officers, is the extreme difficulty of en- 
listing good seamen. The majority of men, at present 
serving on board our ships of war, being, in strict 
justice, entitled to no higher rating than thut of 
landsman.* 

The Commander who, in these days, desires to have 
an efficient ship’s company, must either take the p ins 
to train his own seamen, or else go without. If he 
adopts the former course (as every ambitious officer 
will), he will find that about the time the ship's com- 
pany reaches an efficient condition for all the contin- 
gencies of service, the cruise is over and the men are 

ischarged ; and, from lack of any substantial induce- 
ment to re-enter, the Service rarely sees the best of 
them again. 

Now, to collect and train a body of able seamen, 
upon which the country may fully rely, in the event of 
war, is the first duty, as well as the profound study, of 
every nation which lays claim to being a maritime 
power. In order to accomplish this object effectually, 
the same rule which has been given for the appoint- 
ment of officers, is applicable to the enlisted man, and 
may be made use of. To make a thorough seaman he 
must be trained to the sea-life from his early boyhood, 
and the organization of the personnel of the Navy, if 
it is to be permanent and efficient, must depend mainly 
upon a supply of American lads inured to a sea-life, 
and with an honorable, certain and reasonably remu- 
nerative carcer before them. ‘‘ The laborer,” says the 
Scripture, ‘‘is worthy of his hire.” 

The first step, then, in the way of reform, at the pre- 
sent time, should be to re-enact and enforce the old 
apprentice law of the merchant service, and make it 
obligatory upon every registered American vessel, 
whether in the foreign or coastwise trade, and every 
vessel wearing the American flag in foreign waters, 
under a consular bill of sale, to carry, according to her 
tonnage, a certain number of American-born appren- 
tices. Every trading vessel under the flag should be 
required to carry at least one apprentice, and this law 
should carry with it a heavy money penalty for 
non-compliance, for if we are to have American sea- 
men at all, the merchants and ship owners of this 
country must first be compelled to do their duty. 

Then, in order to secure for tte mercantile marine, 
a suitable body of officers capable of training the lads 
placed under their charge, every sea-bound State 
sbould be required to maintain at least one nautical 
school tor the education of merchant officers. The 
standard of requirement in the merchant marine should 
be raised, and no man allowed to serve in the capacity 
of master mariner or mate without a certificate of com- 
petency, emanating from proper authority. These 
certificates should grad« the holder’s capacity as nearly 
as possible. 


Thus much briefly for the merchant marine, upon 
whose prosperity the welfare of the Navy so intimately 
depends. 


In the Navy, the continuous service system, instead 
of being a farce and sham, should be properly estab- | 
lished and regulated, und, as a commencement of re- 
form, the term of enlistment extended to five years | 
instead of three years, as now. Those desiring to do 
so should be permitted to enlist for ten years, and 
proper inducements held out to enlist for the longer

The system pursued should be absolutely the same 
in every ship, and the ‘‘ Manual of instruction” should 
be made to include the entire duties of the modern 
seaman, not the least of which is the art of being able 
to take care of himself, making his own clothes, etc. 

To the duties of the sailor should be added the ru- 
diments of a very plain but, as far asit goes, thoroughly- 
taught English education, but no ‘‘ fancy” instruction 
should be attempted which may tend to give the lad a 
false idea of the simple duties of the vocation upon 
which he has entered. 

Each vessel should have quarters and capacity for at 
least one hundred lads, and a small picked crew of 
petty officers azd able seamen to assist in practical in- 
struction, not to exceedtwenty men. The shipsshould 
be very carefully oflicered. 

Occasionally the vessels on the Atlantic seaboard 
should be assembled for exercise and for evolution to- 
gether, and the oftener this can be done the better. 

After three years’ full service in the Home Squadron 
of Evolution, the seaman apprentice, if qualified, 
should be given a continuous service certificate of 
competency, whicli should grade him carefully as to 
character and ability, and he should then be allowed a 
leave of absence, at tne end of which time he should be 
required to report for duty on board of the Receiving 
ship nearest his home.+ He should then be drafted 
into a regular cruiser for foreign or Gulf service, as 
‘*able apprentice” or ‘‘ ordinary appreatice,” accord- 
ing to his certificate.

RUNNING LIGHTS. 
70 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sir: Neither our steam launches nor pulling boats 
carry lights at night, and both as a boat officer and 
since, it has struck me that much noise, confusion, 
uncertainty and colliding might be avoided at night, 
at a crowded landing, by having lights for all boats.

WIRE VS. CHAIN CABLES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Sm: Can you inform vour readers whether there is 
any thing doing in this country in the adoption of 
wire instead of chain cables. In the English ‘‘ Nauti- 
cal Magazine” for this month is a statement which 
ought to be read by all who are interested in ships. 
It, is very well known that the getting of heavy anchors 
and chains in ships with small crews is very trouble- 
some, and that careful captains often run considerable 
risks by not anchoring, simply because to anchor in 
rather deep water would involve much labor to get up 
the anchor. The article in question states that ‘* these 
patent stee! wire ropes have now, after twelve months’ 
severe trial, shown that they possess the qualities re- 
quired—strength, pliability, lightness, being for similar 
strength only one-eighth the weight of chain, and one- 
third that of hemp rope.” 


The size needed for the Valorous is 5 inch, 150 
fathoms, weighing 34 cwt., in place of 14 inch chain 
cable 150 fathoms, weighing 12 tons. This gives about 
seven to one in weight. The cable of the Valorous 
stranded at 69 tons strain, the breaking strain of 1 
chain being 62 tons. One great advantage in the wire 
is its uniform strength compared to chains in which 
any link may be defective. Another great advantage 
is the small space occupied by it and the ease with 
which it can be kept in order. Another very great 
advantage is the ease by which they can be carried 
out, as compared to chains or hemp cables. Many 
other advantages might be cited, but I must not make 
my communication too long. R. B. Forses.

Tue Japanese steam corvette Tsukuba arrived at San 
Francisco December 14. She left Tokio, Japan, Noveniber 
6, making the voyage in thirty-seven days, mostly under 
sail. The Tsukuba is 1,033 tons register, 200 horse power ; 
carries 12 guns; has 26 officers, 36 cadcts, 232 seamen and 
17 marines. She is commanded by Captain Ito, a distin- 
guished officer of the Imperial navy. The Tsukuba is a 
training ship, and comes here purely on a cruise for the 
education of the cadets. She will remain a month, return- 
ing to Japan, probably, by way of Honolulu, This is the 
second Japanese war vessel that has toucMed the Pacitic 
coast. The previous visit was that of the Candinmaru, 
fifteen years ago. 

Last week the last inmates of the Soldier’s Retreat on 
Blackwell's Island, New York, were placed in the Charity 
Hospital on the Island. The opening of soldiers’ homes 
and some changes in the policy of the commission have 
made it desirable to close the Retreat, which has had from 
200 to 250 inmates nearly all the time during the last three 
years. Last spring the work of distributing the destitute 
soldiers among the different homes was un, and has 
been recently completed, about twenty remaining who were 
ill with chronic disorders, ng | transferred to the hospital. 
When the transler first began, last March, the Retreat had 
185 inmates. At last the building has been turned into a 
hom«opathic hospital. 

Coronet Richard Henry Lee, the grandson of Richard 
Henry Lee of Revolutionary fame, who has been selected to 
read the Declaration of Independence at the opening of the 
Centennial, is a successful lawyer of Millwood, Clarke 
county, Va. He is a nephew of Charles Lee, who was 
Attorney-General of thé United States during a part of 
Washington’s administration, and of ‘ Light Horse Harry 
Lee,” and is a cousin of the late General Robert E. Lee. 
Colonel Lee entered the Confederate service as a lieutenant 
of infantry in the ** Stonewall” brigade, and was wounded, 
after which he served as a judge-advocate of the Second 
Corps of the Confederate army Of northern Virginia, until 
the close of the war. 

Caprarn R. B. Forbes and Captain H. W. Hunt, under the 
auspices of the Massachusetts State Centennial Commission, 
have issued a circular soliciting aid for displaying models 
of all kinds of water craft at the Centennial at Philadelphia. 
It is proposed to show, by models, the lines of construction 
of our vessels; also, their general appearance by helio- 
types, photographs and illustrations, and to exhibit rigged 
models of all classes of vessels. It is intended to make the 
collection as complete as possible, and every pou having 
any models of the list of the classes of vessels subjoined is 
invited to send the same to the commiesion. The cost of 
transportation and exhibiting the models is to be borne by 
the commission, who also offer the inducement to owners 
to pay the cost of insuring the property. 

PresipeNt Grant and the Secretary of War, General 
Belknap, have ordered Dr. Linderman, superintendent of 
the United States mint, to coin appropriate medals of the 
cannon captured during the Mexican war for the purpose 
of presenting one each to the veteran soldiers of the Mexi- 
can war who may congregate at Philadelphia at the Centen- 
nial celebration, July 4, 1876. ‘The design of the medal 1s 
a moditied American shield, the outer rim raised from the 
general surface, and having thereon the names of the 
prominent battles of the Mexican war. In the centre in 
relief are various emblems of war—cannon, small arms. 
man-of-war, bursting shell, etc. Thereunder the word

Tae German “Camp.”—At a special meeting of the board 
of ofticers of the Twenty-eighth New York, Colonel Joseph 
Burger presiding, held Thursday, December 16, apropos of 
the Centenniai, a delegation trom the Thirty-second, con- 
sisting of Lieutenant-Colonel Rueger, Major Karcher, and 
Lieutenant Piant, was present to confer with the Twenty- 
eighth as to the proposed celebration by the German organi- 
zarions of the First and Second Divisions. To this end it 
was proposed that these organizations unite in an encamp- 
ment at Ridgewood Paik, and as the Twenty-eighth had 
already secured the park for the 3d, 4th, 5th and 6th days 
of July, 1876, 1t was unquestionably in the power of the 
Twenty-eighth te encamp alone, or to have a grand celebra- 
tion, by accepting the aid of other German organizations. 
A committee of the Twenty-eighth, consisting of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel F. W. Obernier, Captain George Giehl and 
Adjutant A. G. Pape, was appointed to confer with that of 
the Thirty-second. 

With regard to this scheme we desire to say a few warn- 
ing words. Although we are greatly in favor of seeing our 
National Guard go into real camps for the purpose of in- 
ereasing their military knowledge, to practice evolutions and 
experience the routine of camp life, still we can not favor a 
movement of this kind, where, not the instruction of the 
soldiers, but a grand *‘ jamboree” seems to be the object. 
In saying this, we know what we are about, for the proprie- 
tors uf the park are going to pay a handsome sum in con- 
sideration that the ‘‘encampment” is to be held at their 
park, and they are to have the privilege to sell beer and 
liquors on the grounds during the proposed ‘‘encamp- 
ment,” unrestricted, of course, by anything except the 
means of the soldiers to buy “lager.” We hope our Ger- 
man triends will desist from making such an experiment, 
where the bad behavior of a few men might pit them under 
clouds of disgrace. The one danger to our German regi- 
ments is too much beer, and they must give it up, or the 
State will give up more than the Ninety-sixth. 


SeventH Inrantry.—Judge Donahue has refused the 
mandamus to compel the city to build the Seventh New 
York a new armory on the land secured by them for twenty- 
one years at $l a year. Either the friends of the regiment 
must come down with the cash, or the regiment must 
manage to get along in its present quarters, which after all 
are far from being a hovel. The judge’s opinion may be 
unpleasant for the Seventh, but it cannot be denied that 
it sounds quite reasonable. He says : 

The application in this case is founded on the steps taken by 
the regiment under section 120, act of 1870, as amended by the 
act of 1875, chapter 223, section 34, and unless that act authorizes 
the demand, the mandamus will not lie. . . . There is nothing 
in the reading of the act that seems to me to authorize the pro- 
viding of other accommodations when some are already possessed. 
Such a reading would enable a regiment yearly or quarterly, on 
simply procuring the certificate and demands mentioned, to 
change its quarters. Without considering the other questions 
on the above, the mandamus should be denied.

The Indians.—Advices from Eagle Pass say that 300 
Comanche warriors are reported by Mexican traders at 
the canyon of San Rodgero, forty miles above Rimalo, 
It is thought that the object of the gathering is to 
make raids into Texas. Despatches from Fort Clark 
say that a party of Mexicans crossed the river twelve 
miles below San Felipe, and surprised Pond’s Ranch, 
killing three men and capturing all the arms and horses 
and 600 head of cattle. Companies of citizens are 
organized to follow them. Much trouble is appre- 
hended. 

A despatch dated Topeka, Kan., December 20, says: 
A fight occurred three or four days ago between two 
hunting parties of Cueyenne and Arapahoe Indians, 
about fifty miles west of Camp Supply, in which a 
number on each side were wounded.

TE Gatling Gun Company, of Hartford, has re- 
cently received orders for guns from the Bey of 
Tunis and the King of Siam. 


GENERAL Frpaurrr, of the Russian Army, with the 
consent of the Czar, has accepted the portfolio of war 
in the Egyptian Cabinet, and will enter at once upon 
his duties, 


A Presa order for an iron corvette, with machin- 
ery of 2,000 horse-power has been given to the shipe 
building establishment “ Vulcan,” of Stettin, by the 
German Admiralty. 


PrusstA will soon obtain the complete possession, 
for military purposes, of all the railway lines im Ger- 
many. During the last five years £85,000,000 have 
been laid out in extensions and improvements, 

HERR Krvpp, the great German gun-maker, is at 
work on a steel 150-ton gun of forty six centimetres, 
or about eighteen and one-half inches calibre. The 
tube or body of the gun will be made in two pieces. 

Tue iron-clad Dreadnought (late Fury), a larger 
ship than the Thunderer, but of similar build, is to 
be armed with four 38-ton guns in her turrets and 
fitted with apparatus for loading on the hydraulic 
principle. 

New descriptions of gunpowder having been pro- 
duced, the trials of the 81-ton gun has been resumed. 
The powders to be experimented upon vary in 
density as well as in the size of the grains, which 
range from 1 1-2 inches to 2 inches in diameter. 

Tae Bessemer saloon steamer, which proved an 
utter failure, has been sold at a heavy loss by the 
company that owned it, and is now undergoing the 
change necessary to its conversion to the uses of a 
great floating bath, some distance down the Thames, 

A native of Amsterdam, M. Janse, professes to 
have discovered a method by which a vessel, even if 
built ot iron, or iroa-plated, likew man-of-war, can 
be effectively steered independently of the magnetism 
of the earth and the deviation caused by the ship’s 
iron. He suspends his instrument in a Cardanus ap- 
paratus, protected by India-rubber. 

The Pall Mall Gazette of December 16th says that a 
private telegram from Egypt states that on demand 
of the British Government the Egyptian men-of war 
will be recalled from Zanzibar, and the expedition to 
Abyssinia will confine itself to exacting satisfaction, 
after which the troops are to return to Egypt. 

Divers returned to Davenport from the wreck of 
the Vanguard report that she has recently settled 
down rapidly on her sandy bed, having sunk seven 
feet within the past three weeks. The most that can- 
be done will be to blow her decks off, and attempt 
to save the guns and other wreckage, and the prac- 
ticability of even this is doubtful. 

Eayprtian troops have been.defeated in Abyssinia, 
although the former fought desperately. Advices re- 
ceived at Alexandria, from Massowah, announced that 
they were almost annihilated, leaving seventeen offi- 
cers and 1,200 men dead on the field. Arakel Bey, 
Colonel Arendrup, and Count Zichy are among the 
killed. A fresh expedition has been ordered from 
Egypt. The steamer Garbieh has left, and the Ke- 
dive’s. yacht Mahroussah sailed on the 29th Noveuuber, 
with troops. 

In some recent trials in the Camp de Mars with a 
battalion within 100 men of its full war strength, it 
was found that the commandant experienced a diffi- 
culty in manceeuvring by word of command the force 
under his orders. A captain could not, when on 
foot, effectively handle a company com of four 
sections of thirty files each, the men being extended 
at the regulation intervals, In the new manceuvres the 
Adjutant is almost useless. 

THE new Prussian ‘‘Army List” enumerates twelve 
field-marshals, including one master-general of the 
ordnance and two colonel-generals, fifty-three gen- 
erals, sixty-six lieutenant-generals, and 151 major- 
generals. The oldest officer of the Prussian Army is 
Field-Marshal von Wrangel, who will complete next 
year the ninety-second year of his life and the 
eightieth year of his service in the Prussian Army. 

Tue Vasco da Gama, iron-clad corvette, built for 
the Portuguese Government was recently launched 
from the yard of the Thames Iron Works and Shi 
building Sagend Blackwall. She has been built 
with a remarkably sharp prow for ‘‘ramming” the 
enemy, and is to have engines of 450 horse-power, 
although her burden is only 1.497 tons. She is

Army had attained appalling proportions. During 
the first ten months of this year the number of de- 
serters was 5,007 from the Regular Army, and 10,709 
from the Militia. Last year the number of de- 
serters was 6,800 from the Regular Army and 10,500 
from the Militia. During the four years 1871, 1872, 
1873 and 1874 the total number of deserters adver- 
tised for from both those branches of the Service 
was 63,780, so that they had in five years 82,630 men 
advertised for as deserters. The home and colonial 
Army costs us from 184 to 19 millions sterling per 
annum; whereas under a sound military organiza- 
tion, it need not cost us more than 11 or 12 millions 
to maintain a magnificent army. 


Ir would appear from the number of candidates 
who present themselves at the half-yearly examina- 
tions that the Army is a popular profession in Kng- 
land. How long it may remain so, the Army and 
Navy Gazette thinks is doubttul, unless the prospect 
it offers is improved.
